During the latter part of March 1968 a confidential 
source advised he had learned that Reverend Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
planned to be in Memphis, Tennessee, during the morning of 
March 22, 1968, in order to participate in a march or 
demonstration sponsored by the Sanitation Workers of that lA 
city who are currently on strike. In the afternoon of 
March 22, 1968, Reverend King contemplates returning to 
Georgia. » 

Source advised he had also learned that James Bevel, 
SCLC staff member, was currently in Memphis for the purpose 
of assisting the striking Sanitation Workers in planning f urther li 
activity regarding their str-.ke.
